Here’s good news for motorists 
who like to gather their own 
Christmas decorations, according to 
A. J. Donnelly, Northern California 
resident manager for General Pet- 
roleum Corporation. 


Northern California is plentifully 
supplied with mistletoe or what is 
technically termed as false mistle- 
toe, and, according to M. B. Pratt, 
State Forester, there is no law 
prohibit picking it. 

It is true that toyon or Californ- 
ja holly, madrone berries and most 
other wild vegetation growing on 
highways and other state property 
are protected by law, but accord- 
ing to Pratt this does not include 
mistletoe, which he states is a nui- 
sance. 


General Petroleum’s Mobilgas 
Scout, on recent journeys through 
the northern section of the state, 
spotted quantities of mistletoe 
along various highways. In par- 
ticular, the old river road south of 
Sacramento probably offers more 
of it per mile than any other 
stretch, but it takes either a long 
reach or a good climb to get it. 


In addition, almost any of the 
highways in the northern part of 
the state will show a considerable 
quantity of mistletoe; this being 
true of the Redwood Highway 
north of Santa Rosa; both Highway 
99-E and 99-W north of Sacra- 
mento and 99 south of Sacramento 
to below Bakersfield, Also, there
